A PROCLAMATION 


For better Cleanſing of the Streets in Veſtminſter, and other adjacent Places 
in the County of Middleſex, 


CHARLES R. 


_FRTE, Dualmuch as the Streets in and near the City of Weſtminſter are not ſufficicntiy Swept and 
SS VFUg21 Cleanſed, noꝛ the Pavements thereof Pꝛelerved in due and o2derly Repair, notwithſtand- 
Ning the Pꝛoviſions made by the late Statutes, and the careful execution of the ſame by 
bis Majeſties Commiſſioners thereunto appointed; Therefoze foz the remedying thereot 

in time to come, His Majeſty, by Advice of His Pꝛivy Council hath thought fit to Pub- 
lich this His Royal Will and Pleaſure, and doth hereby Require and Command all and 
every of His loving Subjects whom it doth oz may concern, That they and every of them 
within their ſeveral and reſpective Pariſhes and Pꝛecincts, do fozthwith cauſe ſuch Rates to be Alleſled 
foꝛ and towards the Clenaſing of the Streets, as may be ſufficient to defray the ertraozdinary Charge of 
the Scavenger in better Sweeping and Cleanſing of the Streets, then of late hath been practiſed 2: And 
that in the Aſſeſſing and Levying thereof, they pꝛoceed by ſuch ways and means, as in and by a late Ack 
Paſſed in the Thirteenth and Fourteenth year of His Majeſties Reign is appointed ; And that there may 
be no partiality oz inequality in the Collection oz Levying thereof, His Majeſty doth hereby Declare, 
erſons of what Eſtate, Degree 02 Condition ſoever they be, are and onght to be

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be no partiality oz inequality in the Collection oz Tebping thereof, His Majeſty do 
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That all — 66 of what Eſtate, Degree 02 Condition ſoever they be, are and ought to be 


ſubject to the Rages*and Aſſeſſments lo Laid and Impoled, and the ſame may be Levied by Diſtreſs up- 
on their oꝛ any of their Goods oꝛ Chattels, in manner as by the laid Act is directed; Pꝛovided always, 
That the ÞPerſot.s et the Peers of this Realm be in no loꝛt moleſted by pzetence of any ſuch Aſſeſſment. 
And fo: the better Pzelerving the Streets from Soyl oꝛ Dirt foꝛ the future, His Majeſty doth hereby 
foꝛbid all Carmen and TWaggoners to ſtand with their Carts oz Waggons in the Streets, oꝛ to feed their 
Yozſes in any Streets, except onely ſuch Carmen, whole Carts being Laden with Hay or Straw, do 
ſtand in the hay markets. And His Majeſty doth alſo Command all and every the Jnhabitants, That 
they ds conſtantly obſerve the days of Sweeping and Cleanſing the Streets, and do then let out their Duſt 
and Soyl in a readineſs to be removed by the Scavenger at ſuch hours, and in ſuch manner as (hall 
be appointed, as they will anſwer the contrary at their perils. And His Majeſty doth alſo Require and 
Command all Pavyers, That in Paving o2 Repairing any Pavement, they pzeſume not to uſe any other 
Stone then Gꝛeat and Hard Stones, oꝛ Pebbles. And to the end that the ill and deceitful manner of 
Paving may not be hid by covering the lame with Gꝛavel, o2 other kind of Dirt, His Majeſty doth 
further Command all and every ſuch Pavyers, That aſſoon as the Paving, o2 Repairing of any Pave- 
ment is finiſht, they cauſe all the Gꝛavel and Dirt then made uſe of, to be carefully Swept up together, 
and fozthwith carried away, as they will anſwer the contrary at their Þerils. And His Majeſty 
doth hereby Command and Enjopn all Juſtices ok Peace, Conſtables, and other Officers to whom it 
ſhall oꝛ may appertain, That they cauſe His Majeſties Pleaſure herein Declared, to be duely and carefully 
obſerved, and the Offenders herein to be bzonght to condign Puniſhment, upon pain of his Majeſties 
high Diſpleaſure, and ſuch further Penalties as may juſtly be afflicted upon ſuch as ſhall be found neg⸗ 
ligent oꝛ remiſs in the erecution of theſe His Majeſties Royal Commands.
